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Shall Wc Await The Blow? 

The Commununists always claim that theirs is 
a perfectly legal party, like the Democrats and the 
Republicans, and that they have a constitutional right 
to carry on thoir activities. 

What that position actually means was well 
described recently by Judge Learned Hand of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. He was speaking for a un- 
animous Court upholding the conviction of the 11 
Communist leaders in New York last year, He said: 
"They claim the constitutional privilege of going on 
indoctrinating their pupils, preparing increasing num- 
bers to pledge themselves to' the crusade, and await- 
ing the moment when wc may be so far extended by 
foreign engagements, so far divided in counsel, or so 
far in industrial or financial straits, that the chance 
(of successful revolution) seems worth trying. That 
position presupposes that the (First) Amendment 
assures them freedom for all preparatory steps and 
in the end the choice of the initiative, dependent 
upon that moment when they believe us, who must 
await the blow, to be worst prepared to receive it." 

Communism is not a political party. It is a 
revoluntionary movement owing total allegiance to a 
foreign government. Its sole aim is to destroy us.

"Self-Centered Grabbers" 
"If rationing conies in the United States it will 
not be because of any undersupply of goods but be- 
cause of an excess of self-centered grabbers," says the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

"The vast majority of the public, of course, arc 
going along normally with purchases only for their 
current needs. Naturally, they are incensed when 
they see or hear of 'smart' or panicky people buying 
up stocks of such items as sugar, canned goods, nylon 



stockings, or automobile tires far beyond any Imme- 
diate need. 

"li this hysteria continues, the demands for ra- 
tioning and price controls will grow . . . The hoarders 
and grabbers tend to bring rationing not only on 
themselves but on everybody; and if they succeed in 
doing that, they should in some way be made to pay 
its unnecessary cost," 

Producers and retailers have pointed out thai 
there is plenty of food and all other consumer es- 
sentials. In some lines there are huge surpluses. Re-i 
tnilers have been especially active since the Korean; 
war started in attempting to stop hoarding — and, also, I 
in preventing unnecesnry price increases that follow | 
panicky buying. Hoarding is a crime ogalnst the na- 
tion and everyone in it — even if it is not So-defined 
by the law at present. 

A bill now in Congress would lay heavy crim- 
inal penalties on black mnrket operators and this is I 
all to the good. In addition, the hoarder should be] 
visited with public opprobrium and contempt. If \ve| 
simply go on buying normally our factories and forma 
will continue to produce all we need. Our retail stores 
will continue to be well stocked with fairly-priced 
merchandise. And our security as a nation will be 
strengthened,
